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Tax Incentives Bill 
Given House Approval 


COLUMBUS (U P I) - Legis­ 
lation offering tax incentives 
fo r in d u strie s to buy new 
equipm ent and m odernize their 
p a n ts has received the blessing 
of the Ohio House of R epresen­ 
tativ es, but apparently it will 
not get Senate consideration for 
an o th er two m onths. 


“ I have no plans to h ear the 
bill until Ja n u a ry ,” said Sen. 
R obert E . O ’Shaughnessy, D- 
Colum bus, chairm an 
of 
the 
S enate W ays and M eans Com ­ 
m itte e , a f te r th e p ro p o sal 
cleared the House T hursday, 69 
to 19. 
T he bill, long sought by the 
adm in istratio n of Gov. Jam es 
A .Rhodes, overcam e objections 
that it would cost local school 
districts incom e from the in­ 
tangible personal property tax 
on business and industry. 


T he m easure would allow 
new 
or 
re p la c e d 
e n g in es, 
m achinery and tools used in 
m anufacturing to be taxed at 
only 20 per cent of tru e value 
sta rtin g next y ear and continu­ 
ing through their useful life. 
Such item s a re now taxed at 48 
per cent of their true value. 
‘T h is bill does not guarantee 


that U S.Steel will build its new 
steel plant in C onneaut,” said 
the prim e sponsor, R ep Robert 
J. Boggs, D -Jefferson. ‘‘It does 
not assu re us that Honda will 
build a car assem bly plant in 
M arysville, nor does it restore 
to us the thousands of jobs that 
have been lost in Cam pbell and 
the Youngstown area 


“ What it does is provide a 
very real and tangible incentive 
for 
business 
and 
industrial 
expansion,” Boggs said. “ It is a 
sym bolic bill 
It illustrates to 
business in this state and in this 
nation that sta te governm ent in 
Ohio does care about their 
problem s; that we a re willing 
to m itigate the effects of a tax 
th a t 
is 
m o st 
u n fa ir 
an d 
in e q u ita b le ; 
an d 
th a t 
the 
G eneral Assembly will continue 
its 
efforts 
toward 
a 
m ore 
balanced tax stru ctu re for this 
sta te .” 


Boggs conceded that the cost 
of the incentives will be borne 
by 
local g o v e rn m e n ts an d 
school districts. 
“But I think, as we all realize, 
the 
present 
system 
is 
not 
working. It is inhibiting capital 
investm ent and preventing the 


industrial 
expansion 
that 
is 
needed to stabilize funding for 
all local serv ices.” 
In addition, the bill will speed 
reduction of the tangible p er­ 
sonal property tax on existing 
in v en to rie s, m ac h in e ry and 
equipm ent 
by elim inating a 
requirem ent 
that 
any 
such 
reducti.ns be granted only in 
years when that tax yield grows 
by at least 4.2 per cent in Ohio. 
Under the bill as w ritten, 
inventories, now taxed at 43 per 
cent of true value, would be 
taxed at a declining rate to 
reach 35 per cent in 1981.

“This will a ct as a huge 
siphon, su c k in g im v e stm e n t 
capital overseas at a tim e when 
the M ahoning Valley is crying 
for expansion of the steel in­ 
dustry ,” said F reem an.

While extending the phase-in 
period by four y ears, M eshel’s 
am endm ent stripped out prohi­

F reem an attrib u ted the suc­ 
cess of the bill to “ the long arm 
of the Cleveland T rust Co.” 
But M eshel said banks should 
have the right to expand “ju st 
like Sears, Woolco and K M art.”

Cornell

possibility of parole. In 1966 
then Gov. Edm und G. Brown 
erased the no-parole provision. 
In 1970 he w as paroled. He 
•vandered a ro u n a , then r e ­ 
turned to the prison saying he 
w as lonesome. 
But officials 
said they could not take him 
back. 
So Cornell took the m atter 
into his own hands — he slugged 
his landlord. His parole w as 
revoked. He w as returned to 
San Quentin. 
In 1975 he w as paroled to a 
hom e 
in 
S an 
F ra n c is c o ’s 
Mission D istrict. Cornell didn’t 
like all the anim als kept by the 
owner so he left He w as then 
sent to a hom e in Santa Rosa, 
Calif. He couldn’t m ake it there 
either, so again he slugged the 
landlord 
This tim e he was placed in 
the prison’s hospital because of 
his age.

release, 
Cornell said in an interview : “ I 
wanna get the hell outta here. 
I’m 
supposed to be g ettin ’ 
Social Security. And I gotta few 
nickels in my account.” 
He show ed 
a 
rep o rter a 
receipt which said it had $259 in 
his prison account. 
“ I ’m supposed to be gettin’ 
$300 a m onth or som ethin’ — 
you know, m y pension.” 
Why does he want to give it a 
third try? 
“I ’d ra th e r be on the ‘outside’ 
than in,” Cornell insisted.

Halloween Safety 


Some simple costume decorating tricks can do 
a lot to help protect children from accidental 
injury. 
The key is for parents to make costumes that 
w ill be seen easily by drivers and that w ill not 
block the child’s view of traffic, steps, curbs, and 
other hazards. 


“ Adding retro-reflective m aterial to a costume 
is the easiest and best way to increase its 
visibility to safe levels,” said Dr. Ronald M. 
G ilbert, president of the Ohio Optometric 
Association. 


According to optometric studies at Indiana 
University, retro-reflective m aterial on shoes 
and clothing makes pedestrians safely visible to 
drivers even at speeds of 70 and 80 m.p.h. 
Nothing else, not even white clothing, can top it. 


Retro-reflective m aterial can be purchased in 
iron-on, sew-on and stick-on varieties in most 
hardware and department stores. It should be 
applied to the front, sides and back of the cos­ 
tume and, Dr. G ilbert said, can be incorporated 
into the costume design. 
“ The other side of Halloween safety,” Dr. 
G ilbert said, “ is to throw away those masks and 
use non-allergic make-up instead Masks can slip 
out of place or have eye holes so small they 
restrict a child’s view.” 
He cautioned that makeup should be applied 
carefully by adults to keep makeup particles and 
applicators out of the child’s eyes. 
Dr. Gilbert also reminded parents to have 
their child’s eyes examined regularly. “ Poor 
vision can be a great handicap not only at 
Halloween but throughout the year,” he said.

Charity For All Or Some? 


I t ’s easy to understand why church groups, 
charities and other worthy (or unworthy) causes 
raise money by mail They reach m illions of 
potential givers that way 
The expense 
is 
manageable. And the response can be quite 
generous. 
What’s not so easy to understand is the reluct­ 
ance of some of these groups especially the 
religious fund raisers—to reveal publicly what 
they do with the money they collect. 
Opposition is so strong, in fact, that Congress 
is likely to pigeonhole a perfectly reasonable bill 
requiring charities to state on each plea how 
much goes to administration, how much to fund 
raising and how much to the charitable purpose 
itself. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Charles Wilson, D- 
Calif., woula empower the U.S. Postal Service to 
deny use of the mails to any fund-raising group 
that failed to comply. 
Some 
church 
groups 
contend 
that 
such 
restraints violate their freedom of religion, 
which is a pretty self-serving interpretation of 
the B ill of Rights. 
If churches and charities have a right to solicit 
money by mail, the people who respond have a 
sim ilar right to know how their money w ill be 
spent.

Where does the money go? Otherwise, givers 
have no way of knowing whether they’re helping 
the needy or simply making life more com fort­ 
able for the professional fund raisers, who take 
their cut off the top.

The New York Stock Exchange has fined and 
suspended two of its members and censured a

The “ big board” claim s the three were hand­ 
ling a volume of $2,000 to $7,000 a week among 
fellow investors, brokers and clerks in wagers on 
horse races and other sporting events. One of the 
three, it says, had been making book on football 
games for the past 129 seasons. 
In announcing the sanctions, the NYSE stated 
that such enterprises are “ detrimental to the 
interest and welfare of the exchange.”

Despite the fact that neither 
the voters nor the professionals 
were im pressed w ith R af- 
shoon’s campaign work, his 
affiliation 
w ith 
the election 
winner provided both instant 
celebrity status and a host of 
new clients. 
Rafshoon’s firs t m ajor test 
this year came in New York 
C ity’s 
m ayoralty 
race. 
His 
candidate, M ario Cuomo, sur­ 
vived an in itia l prim ary while 
running against a crowded but 
lackluster field, then was clob­ 
bered in the runoff. 
Rafshoon currently has a fat 
contract with the 
m aritim e 
industry to promote the contro­ 
ve rsia l “ C argo P reference 
B ill,” and he is in charge of the 
media 
campaign for 
Henry 
Howell, the Democratic candi­ 
date in V irg in ia ’s gubernatorial 
race.

I t ’s 
a gradual process but it is 
taking place. Given tim e and 
e n c o u ra g e m e n t, 
a c tu a l 
desegregation w ill become a 
reality, not just in the schools 
but in housing, in jobs, in oppor­ 
tunities, in everything. 
School busing hinders rather 
than helps the change which, if 
nurtured by a ll people of 
goodwill, eventually w ill do 
away with racial prejudice. 
Blacks say that the process of 
change is too slow. They are 
right. It should move faster and 
could 
if 
people, 
black 
and 
white, w ill help. But even with 
the slow progress, great ad­ 
vances have been made. 
The progress shouldn’t be 
hindered by a rb itra ry school 
busing actions w hich sh ift 
children 
back and forth be­ 
tween neighborhoods. Why fed­ 
eral judges persist in such 
judicial policies is a mystery. 
Perhaps they 
are too 
fa r 
removed 
from 
the level 
of 
ordinary living to understand 
that a m ajor part of the ob­ 
jection to school busing is due to 
the inconvenience for families 
and children, and not because 
of racial prejudice or objection 
to integration.

BONN, West Germany <UPI> 
— Leftist terrorists have vowed 
to carry out 100,000 bombings to 
“ d estroy 
the 
ca p ita listic 
German economy" and threat­ 
ened to arrange the “suicide” 
of Bonn’s am bassador to Italy. 
West German officials said 
the threats are being taken 
seriously, but will not deter the 
thousands of police who mount­ 
ed the biggest manhunt in the 
nation’s history for the killers 
of industrialist Hanns-Martin 
Schleyer. 
The 
“S ieg fried 
H ausner 
Commandos,’ 
who kidnaped 
and executed the 62-year-old 
Schleyer, threatened in tele­ 
phone 
ca lls 
to jo u rn alists 
Thursday to set off “ 100,000 
bombings which will destroy 
the capitalistic German econo­ 
my throughout Europe.” 
“We give firm s and private 
individuals three months to get 
rid of any German products,” 
one threat said. “On Jan. 20, the 
first German automobiles will 
be blown up throughout all 
Europe.” 
In Rome, Italian riot police 
moved armored personnel car­ 
riers into the streets surround­ 
ing the West German Em bassy 
in reaction to an anonymous 
death threat against Bonn’s 
ambassador to Italy, Johann 
Arnold.

Chicken is a good diet meat 


B y Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


D E A R DR 
I, A MB - In 
your column on “ Cholesterol 
Can 
Be 
Confusing’’ 
you 
stated fish, chicken and red 
meats all contain about 70 
milligrams per 100 grams 
(three-and-a-half ounces). In 
some articles un foods for peo­ 
ple to eat while dieting 
chicken is mentioned as “ A 
Dieter s Delight.” Would you 
please comment on the value 
of chicken? 
D E A R R E A D E R - Since a 
well-balanced diet should con­ 
tain either fish, chicken or red 
meats it is important to 
realize they ail contain 
cholesterol 
That doesn’t 
mean that you can’t use these 
foods 
It means that you 
shouldn't squander your daily 
cholesterol allotment on high 
cholesterol foods that would 
cause you to have to overly 
restrict these important food 
items. 
Chicken and young turkeys 
are both good for a diet. Why? 
Because the low fat pieces 
provide a good source of pro­ 
tein while not adding fat 
calories to your diet. It is the 
fat content here that we are 
interested 
in, 
not the 
cholesterol. The light meat 
without the skin and fat is a 
very low fat food, 100 grams 
of the raw flesh of fryer 
chicken (no skin or bone) con­ 
tains only 100 calories 
Of 
course you must not add fat in 
preparing it. A whole pound of 
the raw light meat only would 
only give you 454 calories — 
one calorie per gram — and at 
the same time provide more 
than 90 grams of good protein. 
The small amount of fat in 
lean chicken also contains a 
reasonable amount of polyun­ 
saturated fat and a limited 
ami') :t of saturated fat. 
Half of the battle in prepar­ 
ing a non-fattening diet is how 
you select and prepare foods. 
That makes it easier to follow 


a diet without suffering, 
give you more information on 
how to do this I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 
9-12, Kitchen Power for 
Weight Control. You’ll find 
that kitchen power is more 
effective than will power. 
Others who want this informa­ 
tion can send 50 cents with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for it to me in care of 
this newspaper, P.O. Box 326, 
San Antonio, TX 78292. 
D EAR DR LAMB - My 
granddaughter is 18 months 
old and is having trouble cut­ 
ting her teeth. Her parents 
rub whiskey on her gums oc­ 
casionally when they seem to 
bother her a lot. I am not sure 
this is a very good idea. What 
do you mink? Do you have any 
suggestions as to what else 
could be tried? 
DEAR READ ER - It is an 
age old problem . Some 
children do have difficult 
eruption. The gingiva (gums) 
may become inflamed at the 
area and sometimes there will 
be a mild infection under a 
flap of the gingival tissue over 
the erupting tooth. 
Rubbing whiskey on the sur­ 
face will not help. It isn’t 
enough to be absorbed and act 
as a general anesthetic and I 
wouldn’t recommend that 
anyway. It won’t help the 
localized infection if there is 
one either. 
The time-honored practice 
of using a hard blunt object to 
chew on — a teething object — 
is still recommended. Also it 
is wise to keep the mouth 
clean If there is an area of in­ 
flammation local treatment 
by the baby’s doctor might be 
helpful. 
The only value in rubbing 
whiskey on the area is to 
make the parents feel they 
have tried to do something 
That, too, is sometimes im­ 
portant.
